His Honour the Lieutenant Governor entered the House 
and took his seat on the Throne. 


The Provincial Secretary then said: 

I am commanded by His Honour the Lieutenant Governor to 
inform you that he does not see fit to declare the causes of the 
summoning of the present Legislature of this Province until a 
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Speaker of this House shall have been chosen according to law; 
but to-day at the hour of 3.30 o’clock His Honour will declare 
the causes of the calling of this Legislature. 


His Honour then retired. 

' The Premier, the Honourable Arthur L. Sifton, addressing 
the Clerk, nominated Charles Wellington Fisher, Esquire, 
Member of the Electoral Division of Cochrane, to take the Chair 
of this House as a Speaker, seconded by the Minister of Public 
Works, The Honourable Mr. Mitchell. | 


The Clerk having asked if there were other nominations, 
put the motion and declared “The Ayes have it”. He then 
declared Charles Wellington Fisher duly elected Speaker. 


The Speaker retired and re-entered the House between the 
Premier and the Minister of Public Works, who escorted him to 
the Chair. 


The Speaker, standing on the upper step, briefly thanked 
the House for the honour conferred upon him. The Speaker 
took his seat and the Mace was placed on the table by the 
Sergeant-at-Arms. 


His Honour returned to the House and took his seat on 
the Throne. © 


Mr. Speaker then said: 

May it please Your Honour, the Legislative Assembly 
have elected me as their Speaker, though I am but little able 
to fulfil the important duties thus assigned to me. If in the 
performance of those duties I should at any time fall into error 
I pray that the fault may be imputed to me and not to the 
Assembly, whose servant I am, and who, through me, the 
better to enable them to discharge their duty to their King 
and Country, hereby claim all their endowed rights and_privi- 
leges especially that they may have freedom of speech in their 
debates and access to your person at all seasonable times ; and 
that their proceedings may receive from you the most favour- 
able construction. | 


The Provincial Secretary then said: I am commanded by 
His Honour the Lieutenant Governor to declare to you that he 
freely confides in the duty and attachment of the Assembly 
to His Majesty’s person and Government and not doubting 
that their proceedings will be conducted with wisdom, temper 
and prudence he grants and upon all occasions will recognize 
and allow their constitutional privileges. 

I am commanded also to assure you that the Assembly 
shall have ready access to His Honour upon all suitable occasions 
and all their proceedings as well as their work and actions will 
constantly receive from him the most favourable construction. 


SEPTEMBER 16 al 
His Honour then read the following Speech from the Throne: 
Mr. SPEAKER AND GENTLEMEN OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 


It gives me great pleasure to welcome you to the First Session 
of the Third Legislature of the Province of Alberta. 
| With the more adequate representation of the electorate of 
this Province, in your Assembly, which you now have, I feel sure 
that every portion of the country will feel the greater benefit of 
your deliberations. 

Since the prorogation of the Fourth Session of the Second 
Legislature of your Assembly, the people of the Province of 
Alberta, in common with the whole civilized world, have felt the 
strain of a severe financial depression, which I am pleased to say 
is now lessening. Notwithstanding this stringency, however, 
eeneral business throughout the Province has been good. Popu- 
lation has largely increased, with the naturally consequent in- 
crease in buildings and improvements, and with the unmatched 
harvest with which it has pleased an all-wise Providence to reward 
the labour of our farmers, the prospects of all classes of people in 
the Province are better than ever before. 

You will be pleased to know that this building, so well adapted 
for Legislative and Departmental uses, as well as a suitable resi- 
dence for the representative of His Majesty in this Province, are 
practically complete. : 

Good progress has been made by my Government so far this 
year in carrying out the necessary road and bridge building, tele- 
phone extensions and various other public works, and it is the 
intention that these works will be carried on with due regard to the 
increasing population and the growing necessities of the Province. 

The three Agricultural Schools authorized by you have been 
erected and will,within a short time, be in actual operation, and I 
believe will be of great assistance in developing interest in proper 
agricultural methods in the Province. 

The establishing of offices in London, England, and the 
appointment of an Agent-General for the Province in England 
will, I am sure, be of very great benefit to the people of this Pro- 
vince In many ways. 

Since last Session a Commission was appointed by my Gov- 
ernment for the purpose, with representatives from other Pro- 
vinces and many States of the Union, of studying in Europe the 
question of Agricultural Credit. A final meeting of all the dele- 
gates will be held later and it is hoped that the report when made 
may be of assistance to the agricultural interests. 

I regret to say that the Federal Government has not as yet 
taken any steps in regard to placing the Prairie Provinces in the 
same position as far as Natural Resources are concerned as the 
other Provinces of the Dominion. My Government is strongly 
of the opinion that only by equality as to terms can the true 
spirit of Confederation be carried out, and will continue to 
maintain that position until the financial provisions of The 
British North America Act are made applicable to all Provinces 
alike. 
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At this Session, there will be introduced a number of impor- 
tant Bills dealing with administrative and other questions, 
together with a large number of Private Bills, and to these I would 
ask your close consideration. 

The Public Accounts for the last fiscal year will be laid before 
you, as well as'Estimates of the amounts required for expenditure 
during the coming year, all prepared with due regard to economy 
and the requirements of the public service. 


GENTLEMEN OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 


I now leave you to the business of the Session, having full 
confidence that your deliberations will be divinely guided to the 
best interests and welfare of the Province. 


His Honour the Lieutenant Governor then retired from the 
House.

(d) The documents required by Rule 55 of the Rules and 
Orders of the House, as follows: 

1. A map or plan upon a scale of not less than half an inch 
to the mile, showing the location upon which it is intended 
to construct the proposed work, and showing also the lines 
of existing or authorized works of a similar character within 
or in any way affecting the district or any part thereof which 
the proposed work is intended to serve, such map or plan to 
be signed by the Engineer or other party making the same. 

2. A Book of Reference, in which shall be clearly set out 
the following information in separate schedules, namely: 

SCHEDULE A.—The name of each municipality within 
which the proposed works, or any part thereof, are intended 
to be constructed; the population of each such municipality, 
as returned by the next preceding census; and the area of the 
rateable property within each such municipality, as returned 
by the next preceding assessment roll thereof; and this schedule 
may contain in a separate statement similar information as 
to ne adjoining districts intended to be served by the proposed 
work. 

SCHEDULE B.—A general description of the nature, extent 
and proposed character of the contemplated works, and an 
estimate of the probable cost thereof, distinguishing the general 
items of construction, and the costs thereof respectively, as 
well as the nature, extent and probable cost of all engine and 
car stock, or other outfit or equipment necessary to the use 
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and operation of the proposed undertaking, such schedule to 
be signed by the Engineer, or other person preparing the 
same. 

SCHEDULE C.—An exhibit showing the total amount of 
capital proposed to be raised for the purposes of the under- 
taking, and the manner in which it is proposed to raise the 
same, whether by ordinary shares, bonds, debentures, or other 
securities, and the amount of each, respectively. 

SCHEDULE D.—An estimate of the probable revenue of the 
proposed undertaking, showing the sources whence the same are 
expected to be derived; the annual earnings therefrom respec- 
tively; the probable annual cost of operation or working expend- 
iture; and the annual net revenue applicable to the payment 
of interest on the proposed investments, such schedule to be 
signed by the person preparing the same. 

(e) Until such time as J. D. McArthur and all other persons 
who may be required to attend shall appear before a Select 
Committee of this House for the purpose of explaining in detail 
the terms of all agreements and arrangements entered into 
or in any way relating to the settlement of the Alberta and 
Great Waterways question.

Whereas the Alberta and Great Waterways Railway Com- 
pany was incorporated by Chapter 46 of the Statutes of Alberta, 
1909, with power when organized to construct a railway from 
Edmonton to: Fort McMurray, with a branch line from a point 
at or near the west end of Lac la Biche to the east end thereof; 

And whereas, by Chapter 16 of said Statutes of 1909, the 
Government was given permission and power to guarantee 
the Bonds of said railway company upon such terms and con- 
ditions as might be agreed upon between the Government 
and said Company; 

And whereas, from information furnished by the Government 
to this House said company was organized under said Chapter 
46 but have a paid-up capital of only $50,000.00; 

And whereas said railway company is not yet authorized 
by law to construct any railway line in this Province by reason 
of the fact that they have not filed any plans or profile or book 
of reference in connection with their proposed railway, as 
provided by Sections 72, 73, 74 and 80 of the Railway Act; 

, And whereas, notwithstanding the insignificant amount of 
the paid-up capital of the said company and the fact that no 
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surveys have been completed or plans or profile or book of 
reference filed as aforesaid, and notwithstanding the fact that 
the Governor in Council had not at that time appointed any 
engineer in accordance with said Chapter 16, it appears that 
the Government have granted said railway company the extreme 
limit of concessions permitted or allowed by said Chapter 16, 
they having guaranteed the bonds of said company for 350 
miles at $20,000.00 per mile, with an additional sum of $4.00,- 
000.00 for terminals at Edmonton, being the maximum amount of 
mileage and the maximum amount of money per mile and the 
maximum amount for terminals permitted or allowed by said 
Chapter 16, and by guaranteeing said bonds did pledge the 
Province of Alberta to the payment of the principal sum and 
interest at 5 per cent. per annum, payable half-yearly, of 
the total sum of $7,400,000.00; 

And whereas, all said bonds have been sold and the money 
deposited in certain banks in the City of Edmonton, and it is 
claimed by the Government that the said bonds for the payment 
of the principal sum and interest of which the Province is so 
pledged, carrying 5 per cent. interest payable half-yearly, were 
sold at only the par or face value thereof; 

And whereas, the Government on behalf of the Province 
have entered into an agreement with the said company for 
the construction. of said railway; 

And whereas, there is no evidence before this House that 
reasonable precautions have been taken by the Government 
to protect the public interests and the said company are at 
liberty to construct a railway at a very much less cost than 
$7,400,000.00 and at a very much less cost than $20,000.00 
per mile for each mile of railway so constructed, and they are 
at liberty to draw from the proceeds of the sale of said bonds 
$20,000.00 per mile for each ten miles of railway so constructed 
before the same is ballasted; 

And whereas, said railway so constructed will be a very 
expensive road to operate and maintain; 

And whereas, in view of the fact that the Government 
have so pledged the Province to the payment of the interest 
at 5 per cent. per annum payable half-yearly, upon said sum 
of $7,400,000.00 and in view of the fact that said company 
have a paid-up capital of only $50,000.00 and that none of 
said railway is completed or any portion thereof, it is essential 
that the immediate construction of said railway should be 
proceeded with in order that some revenue therefrom may 
become available for the payment of interest upon the said 
bonds, and it is further essential in the interests of this Province 
that all of the said money for which principal sum and interest 
the Province is pledged shall be expended in railway construction 
and in the construction of nothing but a first-class modern 
railway, capable of being operated on a paying basis with 
reasonable freight and passenger rates : 

And whereas, the said company have made default in pay- 
ment of interest on said bonds the Government have paid out 
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of the Provincial revenues a large sum of money in interest 
upon the bonds of the company; 

And whereas, the Government has suffered monetary losses 
arising out of litigation in connection with said transactions; 

Therefore, Be it Resolved: 

That all the words of the motion after ‘‘that’’ be struck 
out and the words following be substituted therefor: 

“In the opinion of this House the Government should 
undertake the construction of the Alberta and Great Waterways 
Railway from Edmonton to Fort McMurray without delay 
and call for tenders for such construction, and that a Bill be 
introduced forthwith for the purpose of giving effect to this 
Resolution.

8. Q. Have any efforts been made to deal with the exter- 
mination of the weeds of the province, other than the enactment 
of The Noxious Weeds Act, the power bestowed on the muni- 
cipalities through the Rural Municipalities Act, and the employ- 
ment of the inspectors? 

A. Lectures were given on weeds at seed fairs at forty-two 
points, in 1912, and a number of lectures were given at institute 
meetings each year. Also lectures were given on the Mixed 
Farming Special in 1912 which called at sixty different points. 
Besides this in 1913 nine short course schools were held at which 
one half day was given to the discussion of noxious weeds. 
Then in 1912, forty-two seed fairs were held at which all exhibits 
containing noxious weed seeds were condemned, also at the 
Provincial Seed Fair held each year lectures have been given 
by weed experts of this and other provinces. In 1911 forty- 
Six cars of seed grain shipped into this province by the Dominion 
Government for distribution were condemned, also a number 
of elevators and seed houses have been inspected from time 
to time. Forty-five thousand bulletins on weeds were printed 
and distributed among the farmers in the province. These 
bulletins were also sent to the public schools of the province.

(e) To a district in which the number of teachers 
exceeds two hundred the sum of thirty cents for each day 
the school is kept open; 

(f) Special grant or grants to be fixed and apportioned 
by the Minister under regulations approved by the Lieu- 
tenant Governor in Council for the encouragement of the 
teaching of such special subjects and classes as may be 
approved by the Minister: 

Provided, however, that where a separate school district 
has been established within the area of a public school district 
such public and separate school districts shall for the purpose 
of classification under this clause be deemed to be one district 
only, but in apportioning the grant payable to the public and 
separate schools respectively there shall be no discrimination: 

Provided further, that the increase in the number of teachers 
employed in any school district shall not have the effect of 
reducing the total amount of grant payable to such district 
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but the district shall be entitled to be paid grant on the basis 
of the number of teachers employed less such increase and at 
the higher rate. 

3. To each rural or village district whose school attains 
a minimum grading on its efficiency in respect to grounds, 
buildings, equipment, government and progress a sum not 
exceeding fifteen cents per day to be paid in proportion to such 
grading for each day school is kept open; and such grading 
shall be based upon the inspector’s report or reports as pre- 
scribed by the regulations of the department: 

Provided, however, that the department may in lieu of such 
sum or any portion thereof supply to such district for its school | 
library or libraries books of equal value selected from the list 
authorized by the department for library purposes. 

4. To each district having a daily average attendance 
of at least six pupils in grades above the Eighth as classified 
by the regulations of the department and not maintaining one 
or more rooms exclusively for such grades the sum of forty 
dollars per term. a4 

5. To each district maintaining one or more rooms exclusive- 
ly for pupils and grades above the Eighth as classified by the 
regulations of the department and having a daily average 
attendance of not less than fifteen the sum of seventy-five 
dollars per term. 

6. To each consolidated school district: |

‘On behalf of myself and associates I propose to take over 
the Alberta and Great Waterways Railway on terms satis- 
factory to representatives of bondholders and the Royal Bank, 
and propose to construct the same between the original terminals 
on route to be approved by the Provincial Railway Depart- 
ment, under the contract entered into with the Railway Company 
for this purpose. 

“The specifications, however, to be similar in terms to 
those fixed for the Edmonton, Dunvegan and British Columbia 
Railway. 

“In case mileage between terminals does not exhaust 
mileage provided in guarantee, the balance to be devoted to 
branches on similar terms, location to be hereafter chartered 
by Legislature and approved by your department. 

‘The interest on proceeds of bond issue up to the time 
the necessary legislation becomes effective to be received by 
the Government, the Government to provide for the payment 
of the interest on the bonds up to that time ; and all sums properly 
payable in respect of claims filed with the Government will be 
settled by the company. The Government will, of course, 
waive any default of the Railway Company to date, and will 
see that the entire proceeds of the bond issue and the accrued 
interest is paid into a chartered bank or banks under the terms 
of the Guarantee Act. 

“TI would require an extension of time for two years from the 
30th of December next for the completion of the Work, and 
would agree to commence actual work before that date.

‘We, the undersigned, make you our deputy to make the 
following proposition to the Alberta Government. 
“We propose to take over the construction and enter 


into contract for the construction of the Alberta and Great 


Waterways Railway, for the Alberta Provincial Government, 
and construct same over the general proposed route. We 
will make complete surveys over at least two trial routes, to 
establish a not greater than four-tenths of one per cent. grade, 
and to find the best farming country to pass through. To do 
all the superintending of the making of the surveys, to do all the 
purchasing of materials to be used, and to place the line in a 
first class condition, which will be accepted by the Dominion 
and Alberta Government Railway Commissioners. 

“The purchasing of materials, and all sub-contracts let 
to be approved by the Alberta Government Chief Engineer 
before being entered into. And all bills and estimates to be 
approved by the said engineer. 

‘We shall construct the line or lines under similar contracts 
and specifications as the Canadian Pacific Railway, or the Ed- 
monion, Dunvegan and British Columbia Railway’s contracts 
and specifications, and to follow their mode of constructing main 
and branch lines. We will use corrugated iron pipes where the 
openings required are not greater than 36 inches. Where 
ereater sized openings are required we will use steel and concrete, 
and where streams and rivers are encountered we will erect 
steel bridges. The life of corrugated pipe that will be used 
is supposed to be fifty years. We will also erect a standard 
telegraph line, water tanks and stations, similar to those used 
by other said lines. The following will be the cost of building 
one mile of track with the different weights of steel laid: 

‘Where 60 pound rails are laid, $14,866.00 per mile. 

‘‘Where 70 pound rails are laid, $15,766.00 per mile. 

‘Where 80 pound rails are laid, $16,466.00 per mile. 

“This is the approximate cost of grading and placing pipes, 
steel and concrete bridges, as near as can be computed from 
information, that same as the Alberta Government has, that 
is without any profile of the survey of the line. Which to 
our knowledge the Government is without. 

“To give an idea as to the yardage there is to a mile of 
track, we suppose that if a dump 3 feet high and fourteen feet 
wide on top, which is the width of roadbed the C.P.Rly. accepts, 
it will average 11,000 cubic yards to the mile. 
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“Estimated Cost of One Mile of Track Completed. 


11,000 yards material, at 45c per yard............. $5,950.00 
(This includes moving material, placing 
pipes, bridges and surveys.)
